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The Woodcock. Though generally known as a migrant, 
many woodcock remain to breed throughout the British 
Islands. Their food consists chiefly of insects, etc. This 
bird has often been observed on the wing carrying its young, 
the nestling being held close to the breast, with the aid of 
its legs and bill. 
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
